The Eagle Scholars Program 

I he Eagle Scholars Honors Program invites qualified students, upon admis¬ 
sion to Northwestern, to apply for the program and receive a $10,000 
scholarship upon acceptance. The scholarship is renewable for students 
with successful Involvement in the program and a cumulative CPA of 3.65 
or higher. The philosophy of the program, according to the program's 
director, Dr. Kathleen Black (pictured to the right), is that "The Eagle 
Scholars Honors Program exists to challenge high-ability students to 
academic achievement beyond the normal rigors of college course work and 
to enhance the ability of students to serve and honor Cod in the world."

Matt Hill, Northwestern director of Athletics and Sports 
information, has been named the National Region Three 
Athletic Director of the Year for the 2001-2002 school year. 

To be considered for the honor given by the National Associa¬ 
tion of Intercollegiate Athletics (NAfAh one must have three 
nominations.-Then, the NAIA chooses one nominee from each 
of the 1 2 regions (there are I 7 athletic directors in our region) 
and one of those nominee finalists becomes the National 
Athletic Director of the Year. 

This award recognizes an athletic director who extends extra 
effort to make their program a model for other institutions 
from the way they treat their student athletes to how they 
treat their fans and their coaches. 

Hill said that the award is not about him. "This award is about 
Northwestern and our students and our coaches, H Hill said. He said 
that many people come together as a team - the staff, the grounds crew, and the sound department - to make the 
athletic program work, “I get the recognition maybe, but it really is the support of everyone/' he said, 

Hill came to Northwestern in J 999 as assistant athletic director and became the athletic director when loe Smith 
became Vice President of Advancement in 2000, 

Hill said that the purpose of the athletic department is not to win at all costs, although he enjoys winning, but to 
grow and reflect Christ, having a ministry through athletics. He said that when he introduces the coaches to the 
athletes, he calls them pastors because he believes they arc shepherding the flock to honor Christ in all they do. 
Hill desires his athletes to be Christ-like inside and outside the classroom. 

In fact, it is the reflection of that purpose that gives him the most satisfaction. Hill said that the most encouraging 
moments he has had as the athletic director arc watching the athletes grow in Christ and seeing them organize 
their own Bible studies and worship time without the direction of the faculty or staff. In other words, when their 
actions show others that Christ makes the difference in the athletes' lives.

He said, H YVhat l 
like best is the opportunity to be involved In the people's lives and be a small part of leading them and giving 
them leadership skills with their Christian walk. It’s an honor to be part of people's lives as a teacher.
